Washington, Feb. 20. — Soon nftcr 
the senate convened a bill to supplf- 
meat the existing law as to the dis 
poiition of public land waa pftBsed. It 
provides for the division of lands in 
Oklalionia info loimties for the estab 
llshnu tu.s (if I iMiiity seat.s, for the erec- 
tion of court bouses and for the ap- 
folntment of temporary conntr offi 
clals. A house Joint resolution wns 
adopted authorizing the importation 
free of duty of artilles intended to b( 
exhibited at the San Antonio interna 
tlonal fair and Dallaa state fair and 
•xpoaltion. Mr. Allison calldd up the 
conference report _on the District of 
ColuJiiliia appropi lation bill and the 
report was agreed to. 

A resolution offered by Mr. F .ir 
banks calling upon the secretary m 
war for an English translatlpn of the 
Culian eonstitution \v;is ad(;i)te 1. 

Mr. Pettigre\y'8 resolution eallin-; 
spon the president, if not incompatible 
with the public interest, to Inform the 
senate whether all the telegrams from 
Manilla prior to Fob 4. ^S'^'.>, were suli 
Jected to censorship; and also to s' r.d 
to the senate a copy of the telegram 
ot Oeneral Otis announcing the com- 
mencement of hostilities, the hour it 
was filed in Manilla, and some other 
eollateral information, was agreed to 
Without comment 

The resolution of Mr. Morgan declar- 
IbK the Nlcaraguan bill the unflnlsh' d 
busines.s of tlie senate was called up. 
After Mr. Morgan had made a brief 
Statement regarding the parliamentary 
phases of the question, in the coui-se 
of which he said he knew the enenili s 
of the Niearagiia eanal bill woulil e.n- 
ploy every device to kill the measure 
the resolution upon his motion was re- 
temd to the committee on rules. 
Philippine Annendment. 

An effort was made on the part of 
leading senators on both sides to se- 
etire a modification of the Philippine 
amendment to the army appropriation 
bill which will render it p.j.ssible to 
■ecure a vote upon it. After several 
tonferences an agreement waa reached 
which was found to be satisfactory to 
a large majority of senators. The 
amendment to tlie original provision 
suggested by Senator Hoar was used 
aa the basis ot discussion, but various 
additions were made to it so that when 
he again ofl'ered It in the senate It wa.s 
presented as a proviso, which stipii 
lates that no sale or lease or oilier dis- 
yosltlon ot public lands or the timber 
thereon or the mining rights therein 
shall be made; and that no franehi.se 
be granted which is not approved 
by the president ot the United States 
and in his Judgment clearly necessaiT 
for the government of the islands, and 
which can not, without great piiltlic 
mischief, be postponed until the estab- 
lishment of permanent civil govern- 
ment, all such franchises to terminate 
one year after the establishment of a 
permanent civil government. Seni- 
tors Moi'gan, Itawlins, Tillman and 
Bacon, who had been among the mo.st 
determined opponents ot the original 
provision, were all consulted concern- 
ing the amendment, and all of them 
except Mr. Morgan indicated a willing- 
ness to let the amendment go through 
•(ter reasonable debate. Senator Mor- 
gan did not commit lUmstlf. The 
Democratic acquieseSBOS dow BOt go 
to the extent of agreeing to support 
U)e entire Philippine provision, but 
only to tlM point of allowing it to 
reach the roting stage. The Republic- 
ans, without exception, will accept the 
modification of the amendment 

Mr. Allen (Neb.) in dlscuslsng the 
Philippine amendment rsa4 the letter 
written by Rear Admiral Sampson re- 
garding the ap!M)lntment of warrant 
officers to the rank of ensign. He se- 
verely criticised Sampson, denouncing 
him as full of conceit, and stating that 
he showed by the letter tliat he was 
unfit for the promotion aslted. This 
occurred while Mr. Morgan held the 
floor. Mr. Chandler attempted to reply 
to Senator Allen, hut Mr. Moifsn re- 
fd/Kd to yield. 

In ths House. 
At tlM epsnlBff of the session ot the 
house the senate bill to nnthorise the 

attorney general, on request of the 
secretary of the Interior, to appear in 
suits relative to school lands, passed. 

Speaker Henderson referred the St. 
Loois exposition bill with the senate 
amendments, appropriating $250,000 
tor the Charleston exposition and pro- 
vidinf 'for the_ closing of thai ezposi 



tlon SunJays to the special committee 
which reported the bill. The bill was 
on the speaker's table seTeral days in 
the hope that It could be gotten Into 

eonfereiK'e bv unanimous eonseiit. 
The eonimittee will disagree to the 
senate amendments but the parlia 
mentary sUtus of the bill will not be 
improved as a motion to non-concur is 
not privllaged. A friend of the bill 
says that the only ( hanee for the bill 
seemed to depend on the senate re- 
calling the bill and striking out the 
amendments. ' 

Mr. Payne, chairman of the commit- 
tee on ways and means, from that 
committee reported the Sul/.er resolu 
tlon calling on the necretary of the 
treasury for information regarding 
the impoBltion of countervailing du 
tl-Mi on nussian sugar with the reconi- 
mendation that it lie on the table. He 
entered the motion to table. That mo- 
tion was not debatable. Mr. Sulzer. 
author of the resolution, appealed to 
Mr. Payne to allow him five mlnut'^s 
to nialie a Ktat"ment regarding the 
resolution, but Mr. Payne declined to 
yield for that purpose. On division 
the motion prevailed to 93. Mr. 
Sulzer attempted to secure the ayes 
and mil s but only 1 i members on his 
Bide baciied his demand. 

•Mr Sherman (N. Y.) presented a 
partial conference report on the I:> 
d an iippropriation bill which w-.^ 
agreed to. The house further inidst d 
upon its d'sai;reeni"nt to the amend 
m 'nts still in issue except the two ir 

rigatlon amendments placed on the 
bill by the senate. 

Mr. Little (Ark.) moved that the. 
house recede and concur in the first of 
tiiese amendnii nts wli:ch apiuopriat- 
ed $100,000 for investigating the qu< s 
tion of irrigation ot a dam across the 
Uila river near San Carlos, Arisona. 
It was arranged that there should be 
an hour's dt!l)ate upon a side upon the 
proposition. Mr. Curtis. (Kan.) op- 
posed Mr. Little's motion, which was 
lost by 58 to 97. The bill was sent 
back to further conference. 

Agreement on Hazing. 

Washington. Feb. 2C. — The confer 
ees of the senate and housi> reached 
an agreenient on the bazini; nmenJ 
ment to the military academy appro' 
priation bilL Yielding to the demands 
of the senate, the provision inserted 
by the first conference at the Instance 
of the Dicli investigating commiitei 
was eliminated and the house con- 
ferees have agreed to accept the 
amendment as originally made by the 
senate with modifications and one ad- 
dition. The niodifleatlon limits the 
time during whu h offenders may be 
kept out of the array or navy to two 
years, the senate making it perpetual 
and the marine cct ps is added to the 
organizations to appointment to whieh 
they are rendered ineligible. 

Adverse Action. 

Washington, Feb. 2(1 — The ways and 
means committee of the house voted 
to report adversely the resolution of 
Mr. Sulzer of New York, calling on 
the secretary of the treaaury for cor- 
respondence with firms, corporations, 
etc., In connection with the, recent Im- 
position of duty on Russian sugar. 
The vote was t»n party lines, the Dem- 
ocratic members supporting the reso- 
lution. Mr. Richardson, the minority 
leader, moved to report^the Babcock 
bill n ix aling the duties on many ar- 
ticles of the steel and Iron schedu'? 
of the Dingley act, but before a vole 
a motion to ad.ourn prevailed. 

Cabinet Photographed. 
Washington, Feb. 2tf. — The cabinet 
was In session about an hour but no 
business of importance was transact- 
ed. .Most of the time was spent in 
tal\ing photographs of the members. 

Extension of Bank Charters. 

Washington. Keh. 2G.— The senate 
committee on huance authorized a 
favorable . report upon the house bill 
extending for 20 years tb« charters of 
national banks. 

Vandertllp Resigned. 
Washington, Feb. 26.— The resigns 
tlon of Hon. Prank A. Vanderlip, as 

sistant secretary of the treasury Is an- 
nounced, to take efiei t not later than 
Mar«h. S. 

New Rival For Britfsh Lines. 
Washington, Feb. 2G.— Nine large 
vessels have b««n ordered by a Bre- 
men stenmahip company with a view 
to the establishment ot a line of Ger- 
man steamers from New York to 
South Africa and East India, accord 
Ing to United SUtes Consul Mona 
ghan. at Chemnlts, in a communica- 
tion to the state department The 
promoters of the enterprise believe 
they will be able to compete success- 
fully With the British lines running to 
all parU of India and Africa, in add! 
tlon to these plans, the consul says, 
the same company proposes to estab- 
lish a line from New York to Maxicp 
and the W« st Indies.

There were about 50 rnln(>rs in the 
mine and all perished but John An 
derson who was working near the 
mouth of the level. When Anderson 
realised the mine was on fire b6 threw 
a heavy overcoat over his head and 
shoulders and with much difflculty 
pushed his way through the liam ■.- 
and reac hed the main lead complete 
ly exhausted and terribly burned, 
but he will recover. 

All efforts to reach the entombed 
miners fail 'd, as the ll.imes drove the 
rescuers back. That all within tli- 
mine perished Is without question 
Weeping mothers, wives and sweet 
hearts gathered around the mine. Ef 
forts to calm th<'ni pioved of no avail 
The loss of propeiv/ will rea; li i.n 
enormous fif;ure. Th'-re were l 
horses in the mine. The cau^e of the 
Are Is yet unknown.

Feb. 20.— The fli e whi( h or 
iginated in some unknown maiiii 'r ci i 
the top floor ot the 4-story brick build- 
ing at 221 to 223 Woodward avenue, 
occupied by Orinnell Brothers' music 
house, caused a total loss of over 
$110,000. Grinnell Brothers esiinated 
their loss at $100,000, with $05,000 in- 
surance; Tuomey Brother, dry goods, 
damaged $10,000.

CAPTURED AND TONFESSED. 

Kegru Who .>lui'<lcif<| n SehoolteMOher 
f.>ynehMl by • Mob. 
Terrs Haute, Ind.. Feb. 26.— Miss 
Ida Finilestein, the school teacher 

who was robbed and shot by a negro, 
died at the hospit:il. The police ar 
rested George Ward, 27. a car works 
laborer, who at first denied the charge 
but later made a full confession. He 
said Miss Flnklestein taunted hiiu 
)!)out his color and then slapp il him 
In the face and In a tit (>f ang-r li 
shot her and then cut her throat. He 
was once in an insane asylum and Is 
believed he was yet demented. The 
knife with which he cut Miss Flnkle 
stein's throat was found in his pocdiet 
At noon a crowd gathered In front of 
the Jail and succeeded in battering 
down the front door. It was driven 
back, however, by the Jailer, Law- 
rence O'DoiuK^ll, who fired OTer the 
heads of the mob with a shot gun. 
Three deputy sheriffs were struck by 
scattering shot but none of the crowd 
was hurt The mob made another 
charge on the jail and Succeeded In 
getting the prisoner. 

The mob numbered from 2.0oo to 
3,000. A rope was placed about 
Ward's neck and he was dragged to 
a wagon bridge across the Wabash 
river. On the way to the bridge Ward 
was beaten with sti( ks and shot at liy 
members of the mob. He was uneon 
seious when hanged and in all prob 
ability dead. When the body was 
dropped from the bridge, one strand 
of the rope broke and the leaders of 
the mob thinking their victim might 
drop into the river, hauled the body up 
again and it was dragged to the west 
side of the river and burned. 

Thousands of men, women and chil- 
dren gazed at the Hwful spectacle of a 
human body being consumed In flames. 
In all that crowd not one word ot sym- 
pathy for the wretch was heard, though 
many deprecated the burning. 

Another Lynching Imnrtinent.

Dorothy Darter, in Irvington, last 
Thursday and for whom a large re- 
ward has been offered is being held at 
Newcastle, Ind.

The party ar- 
riveci here in army wagons and iiati\e 
carts and was driven to the military 
headquarters. As many natives as 
could get Into the hall attended. 

The president of the town welcomwl 
the coniiuissiouers, de< lariiig that the 
people of a province that had been 
watered with the blood of Americans 
and Filipinos earnestly hoped for the 
obliteration of the marks of war and 
for the ( stahlishment of a pt-aceful 
government and personal liberty. 

Judge Taft responded. He said he 
rejoiced at the fact that the imiple of 
the province of Bulacan no longer mis- 
uiiiler.stood the object of the American 
government, which solely was to se- 
cure for the people the blessings of 
civil liberty and to develop their self- 
governing cajiaclty. During the after- 
noon there was a big meeting in the 
chapel and the bill applying the pro- 
vincial act to Bulacan was discussed. 

The female relatives of the commis- 
sioners accompanied the expedition. 

Skirmishes With Natives. 

R'anllla. Feb. 26.— Near Cavinta, La 
guna province, Lieutenant West, with 
a deta( limeiit of the crew of the gun- 
boat l.aguna de Bay, attacked 200 Fil- 
ipinos under Caballoa. After a flght 
of 40 minutes the natives were dis- 
persed, losing six killed and 14 cap- 
tured. A detachment of the Forty 
seventh volunt>ers encountered a 
body fit natives in the province of Al- 
bay, killing 18, and subsequently an- 
other body, killing nine. A squad of 
the Kightieiith infantry, regulars, sur- 
prised a band of iadrones at lloosin, 
island of I'anay, killing six. Thj 
Americans had no casualties in thesu 
engagements. Captain Lowe, with a 
det.iehment of the Twenty-fifth regi- 
ment c.iptured a Liidione caiap iu the 
mountains of Nnev:( K( ij.i and killed 
the leader. Angel Miranda. Lieutenant 
Lewis, with a detachment of ,.he Third 
Infantry, has had five .skirmishes with 
Filipinos in the I'anuaaibaga swamps. 
The natives were routed. 

Philippine Plague.
